2, Colombian Drug Submersible 


BACKGROUND: On 22 Sep 94, the Colombian Coast Guard seized an 
abandoned 23 ft submersible vessel in Guachaquita Bay, just 
northeast of Santa Marta on Colombia's north coast. This was the 
second submergible-type drug vessel seized in less than 18 
months, (The first craft, seized in May 93, was a semi- 
submersible, designed to ride low in the water, but not submerge; 
this second craft is believed to be capable of short, shallow 
dives and was also designed to be towed by another vessel.) 
HUMINT sources indicate both types are being built in the 
vicinity of Santa Marta, CO. Reportedly they are being used to 
transport drugs in the Caribbean region, 


Our questions: 


1. Concerning the second vessel (submersible): how many are in 
existence? Where are they located? 


2. Deseribe the builder. Is the builder also a trafficker or an 
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independent who merely builds the craft and sells them to the 
highest bidder? 


3. Where do the craft operate? (Can you give specific 
routes/departure points/destinations?) 


4. What contraband does the craft carry/deliver? (Cocaine, 
heroin, arms, aliens, etc. ?) 


5. Why aren’t we seeing more of these vessels in the Caribbean? 
(Because they don’t exist?; they aren’t being used a lot?; 
they're only used at night?; they are too stealthy and hard to 


detect ?; etc.)
